CONSTRUCTION TO COST $13,600

recently by J. D: Worthington, man- 
ager for the Pacific Telephone and 
Telegraph Company here, the telephone 
company is now engaged in a_ cable 
construction project between San Car- 
los and Belmont which will represent 
an expenditure of over $13,600 when 
completed. 

The work involves the placing of 
underground cable containing 400 pairs 
of wires and over 9,000 feet of aerial 
cable containing 51 pairs of wires. 
The underground cable will be placed 
to Ralston avenue in Belmont. The 
from the Central office in San Carlos 
aerial cable will be distributed over the 
following routes: Waltermire avenue 
from the Highway to Sixth avenue, and 
on Notre Dame avenue from Belmont 
toad to Valley View avenue, and. on 
Woodland avenue between Howard 
Boulevard and Eaton avenue. 

In announcing this project J. D. 
Worthington stated, “In addition to 
this project the telephone company 
has just completed a. project between 
San Carlos and Belmont which repre- 
sents an expediture of over $24,000. 
This work involved the placing of over 
6,500 feet of main conduit and 669 feet 
of lateral conduit. The work also 
necessitated the placing of eighteen 
manholes.

News of Interest to All 


Major R. Y. Stuart, newly appointed | 


United States forester, will arrive in| 
California this week to confer with! 
State authorities on conservation mat- 
ters. Stuart and S. B. Show, U. S. 
district forester ‘for California and 
Nevada, are to meet at Sacramento 
with Fred G. Stevenot, State Director 
of Natural Resources, and State For- 
ester M. B. Pratt. 


The approach of the hunting season 
is evident from the activity on the 
rifle and pistol ranges of all Northern 
California clubs. Deer season in fish 


and game districts 2, 21% and 3 open| 


August 1. These districts include the 
Coast Range counties from the north- 
ern boundary of Mendocino county to 
the southern boundary of Ventura 
county. 


The initiative measure to abolish 
prize fighting in California qualified 
last week for a place on the Novem- 
ber general election ballot. Petitions 
received by Secretary of State Frank 
C. Jordan from seven counties swelled 
the number of initiative signers to 
94,539, or 8,010 more than were needed 
to place the proposition before the 
voters. 


Supplying an important highway 
link between San Francisco, the pen- 
insula and Alameda county, is the San 
Francisco Bay Bridge, now under con- 
struction across: the bay between San 
Mateo, on the west and Mt. Eden, near 
Hayward, on the east. The structure, 
which will cost about $7,500,000, will 
be 7.1 miles in length, exclusive of 
approaches, and will be the longest 
highway bridge in the world. The pro- 
ject iss now about 35 per cent com- 
plete, and is scheduled to be finished 
and opened to traffic in June 1929. 

Nearly $83,000 in delinquent wages 
was collected for California workmen 
during June through’ the law enforce- 
ment activities of the State depart- 
ment of industrial relations. Will J. 
French, director of the department, 
. told the governor’s council a few days 
ago that 2,624 wage complaints were 
received and investigated, together 
with 275 alleged violations of the 
eight-hour law for women, resulting 
in 138 criminal prosecutions. 

Employment conditions in California 
- this summer are practically the same 
as they were a year ago, as shown by 
statistics of the State department of 
industrial welfare. Representative in- 
dustrial establishments throughout the 
State which employed 154,494 work- 
men in June, 1927, employed 152,828 
workers in June, 1928. This repre- 
sents a decrease of 1.1 per cent. In 
June, 1927, the weekly. payroll was 
$4,533,609 and in June of this year 
$4,456,684, a drop of 1.7 per cent. The 
“average workman” in these indus- 
trial establishments found $29.16 in 


his weekly pay envelope in June this 
year with $29.34 in June, 1927. 

An additional tax of $5 on all Cali- 
fornia motor car owners, as an insur- 
ance fund for dependants of auto traf- 
fic victims, is being considered by the 
State committee on uniform traffic 
laws, appointed by the 1927 Legisla- 
ture. This was disclosed a few days 
ago by Edgar C. Levey, speaker of 
the Assembly, and chairman of the 
traffic committee, before the session 
of the third annual convention of the 
Municipal Traffic League of California 
held last week. An additional tax 
of $5 would create a fund of $10,000,- 
000 annually, to be administered by a 
State commission or the industrial in- 
surance department, declared Levy. 

Physicians, surgeons and scientific 
and welfare workers of international 
reputation will participate in the thir- 
tieth annual convention of the Amert- 
can Hospital Association to be ‘held 
in San Francisco August 6 to 10. At- 
tendance will be drawn from Canada, 
Australia and Latin America as well 
as the United States. In conjunction 
with the hospital association conclave 
there will be conventions of the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital Association, the Hos- 
pital Diétetic Council, the American 
Association of Hospital Social Work- 
ers, the American Occupational Thera- 
py Association and other special 
groups. Arrangements are being made 
to accommodate more than 5000 dele- 
gates. 

Arrests and fines for violations of 
California’s fish and game laws prac- 
tically doubled during the first six 
months of 1928 as compared with a 
similar period in 1927. This is shown 
in a report compiled by Freé G. Stev- 
enot, State director of natural resour- 
ces. For the past half-year 1,146 hunt- 
ers and fishermen were apprehended 
and paid fines aggregating $39,319. In 
the same period last year, 628 persons 
ran afoul of the fish and game laws 
and paid out fines in the total eum of 
$20,955. Stevenot expressed the opin- 
ion that the sharp increase in the 
number of proven violators did not in- 
dicate growing lawlessness among t 
sportsmen of the State, but rather in- 
creasing vigilance on the part of the 
patrol officers of the fish and game 
commission. 

Intimating that a special session of 
the Legislature would be held early in 
September and definitely stating for 
the first time that such a session was 
certain, Governor ©. C. Young, told 
newspaper men last week that the 
State faced a loss of , approximately 
$10,000,000 within the hext year if a 
special session was not held: “There 
will be a special session of the Leg- 
islature held to consider the bank 
tax and intangible securities prob- 
lem,” the governor said, “if I can be 
assured that the matter can be settled 
mented controversy.” been

Five million matches a day by the) 
| end of 1929 is to be the output of a| 
$500,000 match factory to be built in. 
San Francisco, according to Thomas 
Allen Box of Sausalito. The new fac- | 
tory will begin to operate in July, 1929, 
with an initial produetion of 2,500,000 
matches a day and with about 100 men 
on its payroll. 

Automobile deaths in California 
show an increase of ninety and motor 
vehicle accidents a gain of 1,200 for 
the first six months of thia year, as 
compared with the corresponding 
months of 1927. Alexander R. Heron, 
State Director of Finance, so reported 
last week to Governor Young and his 
cabinet. During the last six months 
there have been 879 deaths and 9,500 
auto accidents, Heron said, the totals 
for the first half of 1927 being 789 
deaths and 8,300 accidents. 

In “Murderers’ Row” at Folsom and 
San Quentin penitenttaries, fifteen 
men are facing the gallows, the largest 
number awaiting execution at any one 
time in recent California prison an- 
nals. Warden James B. Holohan has 
nine slayers on the condemned list 
at San Quentin, acoording to a report 
to Governor Young, and Warden Court 
Smith. has six others at Folsom. The | 
first scheduled to die at San Quentin 
is Mark Dowell? murderer of a San 
Francisco police officer. His execu- 
tion date has been set for August 17. 
The same date has been named for 
the hanging of Folsom’s six Thanks- 
giving Day rioters, recently convicted 
of murdering a fellow convict during 
the bloody prison mutiny last Novem- 
ber. 

Hither the ranks of California boot- 
leggers are growing tremendously or 
the law enforcement efficiency of 
peace officers is decidedly on the in- 
crease. Whichever it is, the number 
of prohibition law arrests for the 1927- 
28 fiscal year just ended was 4,762, or 
eight times as great as that for 1923- 
24. Morrill’s reports an prohibition ar- 
rests for the last five fiscal years 
were given as follows: 1923-24, 546; 
1924-25, 1,272; 1925-26, 1,707; 1926-27, 
2,065; 1927-28, 4,762. 

In another effort to find trace of 
Jack Frost and Gordon Scott, lost dur- 
ing the Dole race in August, 1927, Den- 
ham Scott, brother of the navigator, 


started a few days ago from Honolulu 
to search the lava wastes of Mauna 
Loa on the island of Hawaii. Scott led 
a party of four men, among whom was 
Privaté Scarborough of the Fifth In- 
fantry, who declares that he saw a 
flare in the region at the time the 
flyers might have been there. The 
searchers carried provisions for two 
weeks. ’ 

Plans for State registration of Cali- 
fornia airplanes and pilots were an- 
nounced at Sacramento last week. All 
aircraft and aviators not operating 
under authority of the United States 
government are subject to licensing 
by the State Division of Motor ve 
hicles, and steps are being worked 
out to enforce a law along these lines, 
it was disclosed by Alexander R. Her- 
on, State director of finance. An avia- 
tion regulatory measure passed by 
the Legislature of 1921 is subject to 
enforcement, according to an opinion 
by the Attorney-General, the license 
fee for planes being $5 a year and 
that for pilots $2. ~ 

The tentative hudget of the Califor- 
nia National Guard for the next bien- 
nium provides for a $150,000 allot- 
ment for the purchase of the guard 
camp site near San Luis Obispo. At 
present the encampment grounds are 
being held’and improved under a 25- 
year lease and an option to purchase 
at any time in that period. The State 
now intends to exercise the option at 
a price that was not disclosed in State 
circles. While the State of California 
would acquire the grounds, which con- | 
tain approximately 2,000 acres, the 
program of permanent improvements | 
there is being financed by the federal | 
government.
